"Said Thorndson's brain cells were,

primeval to slay his opponent. This 
produced a typical case of war neuro- 
sis, with a distinct loss of the in- 
hibiting impulses that guide every 
normal man's actions. 


"Mr. Thorndson has suffered a dis- 


tinct loss of said inhibiting impul- 
ses to his nervous system, or in plain 
word, he is subject to impulsive in- 
sanity, as the margin between san- 
ity in his case is very narrow; and, 
under stress and mental excitement 
due to the war neurosis, when the
